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On the Right Side 

The Eisenhower Administration is on the right 
side in.its controversy with Southern Democratic 
Senators over defense contracts. It should stick 
to its guns, even though its own majority leader, 
Senator Knowland, has joined the opposition. 

The Administration proposes to make some 
effort to channel defense contracts into areas 
of chronic unemployment. A certain proportion 
of contracts will be set aside for bidding by 
manufacturers in those areas, and accelerated 
tax write-offs on new plants will be permitted 
in such areas. 

The Southern Democrats, who can probably 
count on a good deal of Republican support, call 
this policy one of “régimentation,” of “personal 
government,” of “socialism” and of “destroying 
free enterprise.” They want defense contracts 
awarded solely on the basis of price, without 
regard to the labor supply situation in the area 


‘affected. ° 


As it happens, here is a case where local self- 
interest and political philosophy coincide. Most 
of the chronic unemployment areas are located 
in the North, especially in New England. By op- 
posing any effort to channel defense contracts 
into these areas, the Southerners work to the ad- 
vantage of their own new industries, especially 
textiles. When -you can orate for “free enter- 
prise” and at the same time help get contracts 
for your own textile plants back home, you are 
doing just dandy. 

From the national rather than the sectional 
viewpoint, however, there are good reasons for 
using defense procurement in some degree to re- 
lieve unemployment in distress areas—especially 
when this can be done, as it must be done under 
present law, without increasing the cost of de- 
fense goods. What the policy comes to is that a 
certain proportion of defense contracts is set 
aside for bidding by manufacturers in distress 
areas—provided they can meet the low bids of 
manufacturers in areas of full employment. 

This may not be “free enterprise,” pure and 
unalloyed, buf it makes sense. The only mistake 
the Administration is committing in following 
such a policy is that of claiming it to be new. 

Actually, as Senator Saltonstall of Massachu- 
setts pointed out in Senate debate last July, a 
series of directives since 1942 has been aimed 
at allocating defense contracts with some re- 
gard to local labor supply. No socialist, the 
Republican chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee defended the policy. in these words: 

The policy is one of bringing the work to 
the workers in order to use man-power re- 
sources where they are. It is also, by the 
same token, a policy of bringing work to 
existing facilities so as to make the best 
possible use of available plans and equip- 


ment. This policy is not new, and it costs 
the Government nothing. 


When Senator Maybank last July proposed to 
write into the defense appropriations bill a flat 
proviso against awarding defense contracts for 
the purpose of correcting economic dislocations, 
he enlisted the support of 62 Senators in both 
parties. Then as now, Senator Knowland of 
California was on his side. Against him were 
25 Senators, including 16 Republicans and a 
handful of liberal Democrats. 


So the Administration may be heading into 
real trouble with its defense contract policy. 
That is all the more reason for it to stick by its 
guns. Nationally and socially, the Administration 
is right; and we hope it fights for its point of 
view. , 
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White-Negro Partnership Wins 

The holiday season fs no time to overlook 
good news, no matter how busy one may be. 
So we call special attention to the electoral suc- 
cess of the Federal party in Great Britain’s new 
Central African Federation, the combination of 
the two Rhodesias and Nyasaland as at least a 
geographical barrier to the spread of the 
fanatically racist Union of South Africa. 

There had been widéspread fears that the new 
government might be dominated by white segre- 
gationists almost as extreme as the followers of 
South Africa’s Prime Minister Malan. The Con- 
federate party did carry the white supremacy 
principle into the campaigning. Happily, it was 
defeated by a 4-to-1 vote, the Federals winning 
24 seats to its one in the parliament. (One 
Independent also was elected.) 

Leader of the Federals is Sir Godfrey Huggins, 
who gave them Cecil Rhodes's maxim of “equal 
rights for all civilized men.” And he made that 
more specific qvith the slogan of “racial partner- 
ship.” Even so, the new regime is predominantly 
a white man’s government. Only 444 Negroes 
voted as 64,000 whites marked ballots, 

The important fact, however, is that Huggins 
is devoted to raising Negro standards—especially 
in education—to the point at which a more 
equal partnership will be possible. The big test, 
of course, is how well and how speedily good 
intentions are turned into accomplishments. It 
would seem, however, that the white man’s best 
chance in the heart of Negro Africa must depend 
not on attempted repression, but fair partnership. 
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Tax Incentives for Investment 

Interest in the Eisenhower Administration’s 
forthcoming tax revision “hemes has been 
heightened by hints that it will include some 
form of special treatment for depreciation allow- 
ances, intended to encourage business investment 
in new plant construction. 

Dr. Gabriel Hauge, economic assistant to the 
President, has said that what the Government 
does in this respect can be far more significant 
to the national economy than “juggling the cor- 
poration tax rate by a half per cent or a per 
cent.” 

It is certainly true that if there is any danger 
of the 1954 business decline turning into a seri- 
ous recession, one of the foremost responsibili- 
ties of the Government waguld be to stimulate 
business investment wherever possible. Such 
investment has been stimulated for defense pur- 
poses by permitting the investor in a defense 
plant to write off the cost on his tax returns in 
five years instead of a longer period. The same 
principle, applied to any kind of new plant 
investment, might be used as “one means of 
combating a recession. 


Undoubtedly, there would be a danger of 
abuse in such a plan, and this would have to be 
guarded against. There is some evidence that 
the accelerated amortization for defense pur- 
poses has been abused, Electric utilities have 
been granted special tax allowances for plant 
investments which bore very little demonstrated 
relation to defense needs. And there is always 
the chance that favored corporations will get 
favored treatment. 

Assuming that safeguards against abuse can 
be set up—and one of them should be complete 
publicity on all tax allowances granted—the idea 
of special depreciation treatment should be sym- 
pathetically considered by Congress, When a 
new plant is built the stimulus to the economy 


of Government incentive applied at that point 
will represent several dollars’ worth along the 
line. And in time of recession the important 
thing is to sustain the economy, not to sustain 
tax collections, 
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Taft-Hartley in °54 

One of the last acts of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration in 1953 was to hold a White House con- 
ference on the Taft-Hartley Act. The President 
obviously intends to keep his promise to propose 
changes in the law to the next session of 
Congress. ' “ 

Yet, the closer the time comes for the Presi- 
dent to act on his pledge, the more reluctant 
labor whigns seem to be to open up the Taft- 
Hartley, issue. Labor leaders have openly ex- 
pressed skepticism, and the question they ask 
is this: if the President tossed the ball to Con- 
Bress, would Congress run in the direction 
indicated? 

Congressional leaders have not shown much 
desire t6 wait upon the President's recommenda- 
tions. Some have their own labor programs, One 
of. these is the chairman of the powerful House ~ 
Labor Committee, Congressman Samuel K. Mc- 
Connell, Pennsylvania Republican. 

Congressman McConnell has suggested the 
necessity of “tightening” the labor law. He spoke 
of “laxity” in allowing some secondary boycotts. 
He said the states should have more opportunity 
to legislate on labor matters. The latter idea has 
support from some officials of the National La- 
bor Relations Board, now headed by Guy Farm- 
er, af attorney appointed by President Ejisen- 
hower. 

A program to toughen Taft-Hartley is, of 
course, exactly the kind of program which or- 


-ganized labor does not want. and was not led 


to expect. Shortly after taking office the new 
Secretary of Labor, James P. Mitchell, told the 
CIO he would work to get rid of _provisions 
“which are really dangefous to labor, really 
loaded.” 

The difference between what was promised 
and what Congress might deliver makes Taft- 
Hartley @ political issue for yet another year. 
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Debut of Color TV 


The telecast: of the Tournament of Roses 
parade on New Yeat's.day was St. Louis's intro- 
duction to “live” color television. KSD-TV eng- 
ineers said the program was thoroughly satis- 
factory, and those who saw it said the pictures 
were unusually vivid. The colorful parade “of- 
fered a dramatic debut for color TV. 

Color is, undoubtedly, the next stage of tele- 
vision development. But only a few color TV 


receivers are in this area and the audience for 


the first program. was necessarily. limited “to 
some three thousand persons. That is a fraction 
of the TV audience. So the question in the 
public mind fs: When will color really come? 

Technically, of course, color TV is here. On 
Dec. 13 the Federal Communications Commission 
formally authorized use of a new electronic color 
system. This settled a long and difficult argu- 
ment for both the FCC and» the television 
industry. 

In 1950 the commission had approved an 
earlier color system which aroused industry pro- 
tests. That system would have required changes 
in existing TV receivers to permit reception: of 
color programs in either color or black and 
white. 


‘The: ‘system now adopted is “compatible,” 
which means that the present 27,000,000 TV 


‘sets can, without modification, receive color pro- 


grams in black ‘anid “white. To get color pro- 
grams in color, however, the audience will have 


to buy new s&s. 


Industry sources estimate the first electronic 
color receivers may cost about $1000. Mass pro- 
duction and new developments will bring the 
cost down. And how long will that take? Dr. 
W. R. G. Baker of General Electric Co. spoke for 
the TV industry when he said “color for the 
millions” is probably two or three years away. 

Like black and white television, color TV leads 
from a technica] problem to an economic prob- 
lem. And the history of this still-youthful 
industry shows that this, too, will be solved. 
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‘Go: Slow’ Sign in Pakistan 

In one of those around-the-world, crystal- 
gazing radio programs which are inevitable at 
the year’s end, we ware more than a little sur- 
prised to hear one correspondent’s prediction 
that 1954 will see the outbreak of war between 
Pakistan and India. 

To us, that seems a mighty long limb to be 
on the end of. Yet the facts on which it is 
based—chiefly the continuing dispute over Kash- 
mir—are reason‘enough for cautious progress by 
the ‘State Department taward a military defense 
agreement with Pakistan. 

Of course, such an agreement would be aimed 
only against Russian aggression, Yet millions in 
India, not to mention Afghanistan, which also is 
involved in a prolonged struggle with Pakistan, 
might not understand such a pact in the way it 
would be meant. 

Rightly or wrongly, their long campaign for 
independence from Great Britain has left these 
people highly suspicious of all Westerners. Their 
Russian and Communist Chinese neighbors, nat- 
urally enough, are only too happy to do what 
they can to intensify this feeling. Since these 
people cannot be counted on to listen to regular 
clarifications by the Voice of America or to 
read The New York Times every day, it is the 
part of wisdom to try to look through their eyes, 
instead of being offended at the very mention 
of a doubt or two in their minds.

Vice President Nixon admitted disarming Japan was a mis- 
of take; writer says error was not just in underestimating Russia, 
but in assuming defeated Axis powers were only potential 
peace-breakers; this common idea defied lessons of all history.

_. WASHINGTON. 

It was reported from Tokyo that Japa- 
nese public opinion was greatly pleased 
when United States Vice President 
Richard M.‘ Nixon declared the United 
States made a mistake when it imposed 
disarmament upon Japan by terms of 
the surrendet which ended World War 


This was regarded as overdue, and 
welcome, candor on the part of a high 
official of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

The statement was candid in that it 
accurately reflects 
the views of pres- 
ent-day Washington. 
There is, and has 
been for years, al- 
most total agree- 
ment that the en- 
forced disarmament 
of Japan was a ma- 
jor mistake of the 
immediate postwar 
period. 

Mr. Nixon said 
the mistake was 
made because the 
American Govern- 
ment of the period 
had not foreseen 
the rise of Soviet power. This is partly 
true, but it is also incomplete and could 
lead to misunderstanding and a danger- 
ous fallacy. 

The larger reason for the disarma- 
ment provision in the Japanese settle- 
ment was not failure to anticipate the 
rise of Soviet power, but rather the be- 
musement of American thinking, during 
the war, with the theory that only Ger- 
many and Japan were, and would be, 
potential breakers of the peace. 

The unconditional surrender doctrine 
of the war period was enormously popu- 
lar. The only possible intellectual base 
for it was the theory that Germany and 
Japan were peculiarly militaristic, ag- 
gressive and dangerous, 

One had to assume that elimination 
of the military power of those two coun- 
tries would bring an end to the danger 
of war to be able to proceed to the con- 
clusion that the total disarmament of 
those two countries would be a good 
thing. , 

Whether most Americans of the war 
period worked through to the conclu- 
sion by way of the necessary prelimi- 
nary assumptions is open to question. 

However, there is little doubt that 
most Americans, and many other west- 
erners, did accept the conclusion from 
such a line of reasoning. Few indeed 
were ~the voices réised at the time 
against the action which stemmed from 
the conclusion.

If history teaches anything, it teaches 


that aggressiveness is a national disease 
which . fixes. upon one people in one 


_Zeneration and anothef in the next. 


Western civilization has witnessed, 
among others, Spain, France, Germany, 
Japan, and now the Soviet Union suc- 
cumbing to its ravages. 


The disease is not stamped out, and 
never was and never will be, by destroy- 
ing the victims of it. Nor does society 
protect itself by isolating and disarm- 
“pe the last nation which suffered from 
t. 

The only human remedy yet discov- 
ered is to. balance *the physical forces 
of the world so that the next victim of 
the disease is incapable of doing dam- 


ge. 

Had this lesson been appreciated at 
the time, Japan would never have been 
totally disarmed or forbidden by its own 
constitution to rearm. The same would 
have applied to Germany. 


The disarming of those two countries 
tn 1945 did not contribute to stability in 
the world. It contributed to weakness 
and to instability. The proper question 
was not how to render the two latest vic- 
tims of the disease permanently weak, 
but how to organize their strength in 
such a way as to help protect the whole 
community of nations against the next 
victim of the disease. 

Had these considerations been appre- 
ciated in 1945, the unconditional sur- 
render and the subsequent disarmament 
of Germany and Japan would never have 
been insisted upon. The ultimate pur- 
pose should not have been the achieve- 
ment of the weakness of Germany and 
Japan, but the controlled strength of 
Germany and Japan. 


The problem was not». anything so 
simple as failure to anticipate the post- 
war aggressiveness of the Soviet Union, 
but failure to appreciate that aggression 
is not personal, not limited to Germans 
and Japanese, but impersonal and liable 
to break out any time in some new 
place. 


Mr. Nixon would have been more ac- 
curate and more candid had he said that 
in 1945 the United States did not un- 
derstand the great rules of history—that 
today’s enemy may be tomorrow’s ally; 
that today’s ally may be tomorrow's ene- 
my; that a power vacuum is an invita- 
tion to trouble; that disarmament is 
safe only when it is multilateral and 
equal; that Japanese and Germans are 
not peculiarly wicked, but were rather 
the victims of a disease which has 
struck down many other peoples in 
times past. | : 

But, then, that would have taken more 
words, ard the. shorter explanation 
served the immediate purpose. The im- 
portant thing is that the American peo- 
ple undergtand the fuller explanation 
behind the shorthand.

- The devotee of any game which looks 
to fortune for a physical advantage over 
opponents—say with a seven-footer who 
can dunk ‘em in over the heads of a 
mere six-foot-six—well, we just hope 
that some day he'll have to stand up to 
a fast-breaking curve and decide in an 
immeasurable flash of time whether to 
swing on it or let it go by and take a 
chance on the umpire's eyesight. We 
suppose you pay your money and take 
your choice, but we'll just take ‘em all 
as they come around. a

It would be unrealistic to suppose 
that many general readers would seize 
on a book called “The Stamp Act Cri-. 
sis.” It sounds hard. 

But the thing general readers do not 
realize—unless they have seen, for in- 
stance, his “Virginians at Home’’—is 
Dr. Morgan's status as a pleasurable, 
not merely a painless historian, His 
writing is as good as his research. 


The earlier and less pretentious books 
firmly established that; new with the 
collaboration of his wife and with a 
weightier subject he has achieved a . 
monumental study which loses nothing 
in readability. Naturally, it will be read 
with fullest profit and pleasure by stu- 
dents, but because it is a complete unit, 
restating the basic concepts without 
tiresomeness, that restriction would be 
a shame. “¢ 


Real,.live people dominate the Mors. 
gans’ “Stamp Act Crisis.” Of course 
it is a book of ideas, too, and the politi- 
cal philosophies are skillfully developed 
and interwoven. But the book gets its 
most forceful impact from its study of 
the men the Stamp Act excitement 
ruined or brought to the fore as patriot 
leaders. 


Thomas Hutchinson, for example, {is 
fairly and chiefly well known as the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Massachusetts 
whose property suffered a special vio-~ 
lence at the hands of the Boston mob. 
The Morgans see him rather as “a cool 
and haughty man, about whom it was 
easy to believe any evil,” and a maf’ 
whom his own strength made vulner- 
able. He had opposed the Stamp Act 
when it was still a measure, upheld it 
only after and because it became a law, 
and had written the arguments which 
Barre and Conway (who “basked ins 
shower of fulsome tributes”) had prot-'” 
ably appropriated. 

Hutchinson wouid certainly have 
been justified in thinking that he de 
served better at the hands of Massa-' 
chusetts. And yet in a perverse way the 
mob had been right. Mobs never: act 
reasonably, for they would not be mobs 
if they did. } 

The mob which destroyed Hutchin- 
son's house was right in attacking him, 
because he was a man of strength: the 
people of Massachusetts had sensed that 
a showdown was near and that when At 
came, the strength of Thomas Hutchin- 
son would be against them, Whatever 
his feelings about the expediency or con- 
stitutionality of the Stamp Act, he would 
be defending law and order. Hence the 
destruction of the very doors of his 
house, the stripping of his roof, the. 
felling of his trees. 

The Morgans make it sound simple 
and logical, as it is; but for many read- 
ers, and not merely. the studious few; 
here is a specially clear insight inte 
the mind of the Boston mob,. and the 
surprising reading of words other than 
patriotism or even overcomp tion. 

Thomas Hutchinson too receives the 
most balanced treatment he has been 
accorded yet; he is not left standing in 
the street regarding his ruined house, 
as sO many times he has been left be- 
fore. His background has been merely 
sketched in, his private life hardly 
touched at all; but he appears as a 
whole person, believable and real.

HIS is the time of year to take stock. Mostly

EARLY IN 1953, NBC decided—and I was 
right with them—that Christine Jorgensen 
simply wasn’t very funny and did their best to 
cut short the comedians. They didn’t entirely 
succeed but they did manage to cut the Chris- 
tine Jorgensen jokes down to the minimum. 
For that they deserve an A for effort. 

Then there was the commercial, a tran- 
scribed job, in which cannibals refused to eat 
a teen-age American girl because she had pim- 
ples. It was summarily rejected. 

Television, of course, yields te pressures of 
which they have more than their share. Did 
you know that the meat interests complained 
over using meat as a sort of synonym for high 
prices? Everything else, said the meat people, 
was high-priced, too. Why use meat all the 
time as an indice? Why, indeed? So a lot of 
commentators were quietly persuaded, when 
talking about the cest of living, to substitute 
something besides meat.

ACTUALLY, TELEVISION CENSORSHIP is 
getting fairly sensible. Ben Park, one of Chi- 
cago’s most noted and courageous producers, 
has this to say about the problem of present- 
ing Negroes: 

“We certainly feel that there is no reason 
to be so sensitive toward Negro characters that 
we never present them as servants or as comics. 
I think we resist, however, those roles which 
tend to give the impression that Negroes are 
nothing else aut. The evaluagion of any Negro 
role in a play must, therefore, stand up simply 
and solely on the basis of its inherent value to 
the action .. . Negroes bear the same general 
qualities of character and personality that exist 
among all the members of the human race.” 

That, you must admit, is a far more en- 
lightened policy than one in which Negroes 
either couldn’t be presented at all or must be 
represented as repositories of all the virtues of 
mankind with none of the demerits.

INE began as the wood that 
P was most often chosen for 

basic furnishings, because it 
was close at hand in most coun- 
tries and is easy to work. 


Today pine takes a special 
place that no other wood has. It 
makes accent pieces, conversa- 
tion pieces, both accessories and 
furniture, that are as much dec- 
oration for a home as they are 
furnishings. Many are small, 
some are majestic breakfronts.

PINE has been and sonietimes 
still is painted or used as a base 
for veneer for economy reasons, 
In the eighteenth century much 
pine was painted, and when, aft- 
er many years, the paint wore 
off, an interesting white patina 
was left on the wood. This was 
the original pickled pine, which 
became widely imitated. 

But furniture and accessories 
in pine escaped the too-heavy 
finishes, over-decoration and con- 


trived styling that has pushed 
items in other woods into dils- 
repute. Pine has gone along all 
this time revealing ‘the natural 
beauty of the wood, and in styl- 
ing that is—excepting the break- 
front—simple and light-scaled. 
Does this sound familiar? We 
hear today about the new im- 
portance of natural materials, 
particularly the revealing of 
wood grains about simple styling 
and lightness for furniture,

WE NOW APPRECIATE one 
trait of pine that was once over- 
looked. Knotty pine was origi- 
nally used only for furniture that 
was to be painted — unpainted 
furniture was always knot-free. 
When the old furniture lost its 
paint, the knots showed, so when 
reproductions of the old pieces 
were made much later, they had 
knots that were plain to see. 
Thus with the reproductions came 
the first interest in knotty pine. 
Now, of course, knotty pine is 
the favorite for its decorative 
effect.

1953 City Health Report

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


HE health record of St. Louis 

for 1953 in most categories 

compares favorably with that 
of recent years. In some very 
important categories, however— 
infant deaths, maternal deaths, 
fatal accidents and total deaths 
from all causes—our record is 
not a good one. 

Preliminary figures indicate 
that the number of babies born 
to residents of St. Louis will be 
about the same as last year, 
19,000 as compared to 19,020 in 
1952. The birth rate of 21:9 com- 
pares with last year’s rate af 22 
per 1000 population. 

Babies in St. Louis continue to 
die in alarmingly high numbers. 
It is estimated than 570 infant 
deaths (under one year of age) 
occurred during the year. 

The infant death rate of 30 
per 1C00 live births although 
somewhat better than last year's 
official rate of 31.9 compares 
most unfavorably with the all- 
time low of 25.3 in 1949. 

In recent years most large 
City Health Departments notably 
New York, Chicago, Detroit and 
Los Angeles among others, con- 
sistently maintain infant death 
rates under 25 per 1000 live 
births. 

| Seeet oe 

THERE WERE 15 maternal 
deaths recorded in 1953 as com- 
pared to 12 in 1952. The ma- 
ternal death rate was 0.8 per 
1000 live births. This compares 
with rates of 0.6 in 1952, 0.5 in 
1951 and the all-time low, 0.4 
in 1949. 

The St. Louis Gynecoloxical 
Society, the St. Louis Pediatric 
Society and the St. Louis Acad- 
emy of General Practice taking 
cognizance of these high rates, 
have set up a joint committee 
for the purpose of analyzing all 
maternal, and infant deaths. 

All hospitals in St. Louis 
which provide maternal] and in- 
fant care services are co-oper- 
ating with the joint committee. 

The estimated number of 
deaths from all causes was 9786, 
which compares with 9981 deaths 
in 1952. The general death rate 
was 11.3 per 1000 population. 


The 1952 death rate was 11.6 

The general death rate in St. 
Louis has remained more or less 
static during the past four years. 
Here again our rate is much too 
a as compared to other large 
cities.

- THE CHRONIC degenerative 
diseases as in other years con- 
tinued to exact their ever in- 
creasing toll.

seven cases, as compared with 
nine in 1952. Even seven cases, 
plus the discovery of 18 diph- 
theria carriers in connection 
with these cases, again empha- 
sizes the need for a more wide- 
spread and ever continuing im- 
munization program.

Typhoid fever increased from 
seven cases in 1952 to 15 cases 
in 1953. One typhoid death oc- 
curred. 

Whooping cough with only 53 
reported cases represents the 
lowest number of cases ever re- 
corded in St. Louis. No whoop- 
ing cough deaths occurred. 

There were 662 new cases of 
tuberculosis reported during the 
year as compared with 708 in 
1952. It was estimated that 
there were 159 resident deaths 
from tuberculosis during the 
ear. This compares with 222 
eaths last year. The death rate 
for tuberculosis was 18.3 per 
100,000 population, the lowest 
rate ever recorded in St. Louis. 
In 1952 the rate was 25.7.

VENEREAL DISEASES de-

During the month of June the 
United States Public Health 
Service and the Missouri Divi- 
sion of Health made a survey of 
the Veneral Disease Clinic. Rec- 
ommendations and funds granted 
by both the agencies resulted in 
a reorganization of the clinic. 
This clinic is now known as 
“The St. Louis Prevention and 
Control Center” and provides 
services not only to residents of 
St. Louis but also to persons re- 
siding outside the St.-Louis area.

West, after some indecision. 
led the spade king, feeling he 
had a better chance to establish 
his spades than hearts. .

Declarer now led the diamond 
deuce toward dummy, and he 
was severely shocked when West 
showed out.

POSSIBLY if we had a 
chance of association with 
some people of these other 
races mentioned we might, 
while disliking some of them, 
like others. I have always felt 
that this curious way of label- 
ing whole groups of people as 

- unacceptable was an impos- 
sible thing to go on within a 
world where you are constant- 
ly meeting large groups of 
these “unacceptables,” per- 
haps even having to go and 
live among them for business 
or professional reasons. 

But to get back to our own 
fraternities, we have in the 
United States people who de- 
scend from many different 
races, Most of us can count at 
least five or six different 
strains of blood in our veins. I 
have French, Scotch, English, 
Irish and Dutch—that I know 
about! 

There are many other peo- 
ple who are good Americans 
today who have come from 
many other parts of the world 
and it is impossible to say 
that you will accept this per- 
son but you will not accept the. 
other, purely on the basis of 
some racial strain.

THERE ARE some signs 
apparently that young peo- 
ple are discovering that these 
discriminations are foolish 
and harmful. Princeton sopho- 
mores, several years ago, de- 
manded that g clubs open 
their memberships to all stu- 
dents regardless of race or 
creed. The Harvary University 
Student Council voted 12 to 
6 in the same year, to ban dis- 
crimination, because of color, 
race or nationality, from the 
membership of all college or- 
ganizations. The University 
of Wisconsin in 1950 had a 
body of students that recom- 
mended that a four-year dead- 
line be set for fraternities and 
sororities to remove restric- 
tive clauses from constitu- 
tions, if they are to remain on 
the campus. At Cornell an or- 
ganization including members 
of all races, creeds and colors, 
was host in the year 1950 to 
delegates from 17. colleges 
who seek to end bias and in- 
dicated that they would take 
in any fraternities expelled 
for abandoning discriminatory 
restrictions.

CONSUMER FINANCE SURVEY

Basic Strength, However, Is 
Shown in the Final 
. ‘Session.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2 (AP)—The 


‘|stock market ended the old year 


with a flare-up in trading and 
a solid demonstration of basic 
strength. The market on average 
was lower for the second straight 
week and it ended the year with 
the first net loss in five years. 
Nevertheless, there was no indi- 
cations that the recovery move- 
ment that started from the mid- 
September low of the year was 
in danger ef being clipped off. 
Throughout the week there 
were plenty of excuses offered 
for selling. These ranged all the 
way from forecasts of business 
recession to technical conditions 
within the market itself. 
Reports showed that unem- 
ployment was mounting. The to- 
tal was relatively small, but the 
figure was rising. 

Production Index Off. 
Industrial production dropped 
off, and the Federal Reserve 
Board reported its industrial 
production index in November 
was below a year ago for the 
first time. And from many econ- 
omists there were predictions 
that the United States faced a 
recession. The degree of the se- 
verity of the recession (or wheth- 
er it should be called a reces- 
sion) was debated. 

The market opened the week 
with the prospect of tax selling. 
It proved to be somewhat heav- 
ier than expected, and the mar- 
ket declined moderately on Mon- 


ay. 
Selling got going with in- 
creased vigor on Tuesday and 
pressed average prices down 
still more. Volume crossed the 
two million mark for the first 
time since mid-September. 

During the day the market 
fell below a critical average 
price level. The _ technicians 
felt that if scant buying support 
developed at that point, the 
market might be in for some 
severe pressures. Well, buying 
support did develop, and the 
market snapped back from its 
low and managed to regain a 
considerable portion of its loss 
before the close. 

Bull Forces Heartened. 

That demonstration so heart- 
ened the constructive forces in 
Wall Street that a substantial 
gain was turned in on Wednes- 
day, the second day for trading 
past the two million level. 

Thursday, the final day of 
the year, brought out all of the 
trading that had to be done in 
irder to get it on the record for 
the old year. Prices were high- 
er at the start, in line with the 
good tone of the previous day, 
and then they gradually dwin- 
dled. 

Just before the close there 
was a great rush of selling that 
swamped the tape and forced 
it two minutes behind in report- 
ing actual transactions. Velume 
mounted to nearly two and one- 
half million shares. 

Prices were maintained stead- 
fastly in the face of the huge 
offerings, and the market ac- 
tually closed unchanged on aver- 
age with an almost even balance 
of gains and losses. That, too 
the Wall Street mind, consti- 
tuted a gratifying display of 
srength. 

Average Is Lower.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (UP)— 
The Associated General Con- 
tractors of America today re- 
ported $46,500,000,000 of con- 
struction, a new record last year 
and so “a continued high rate” 
is expected ir 1954. 

The 1953 total included $34,- 
700,000,000 in new construction 
and $11,800,000,000 in repairs 
and maintenance. In addition, 
the Defense Department spent 
one ‘billion dollars on overseas 
base construction and an equal 
amount is expected this year. 

The A.G.C. foresaw a slight 
tapering off this year—from 2 
to 4 per cent—but it said build- 
ing will continue at a high rate 
because of “good economic con- 
ditions in general.” It said con- 
struction was responsible for 
employment — directly or indi- 
rectly—of 8,400,000 persons. Di- 
rect employment was placed at 
4,600,000. New construction ex- 
ceeded the 1952 volume by 6 per 
cent, the eighth consecutive 
year, according to the A.GC., 
that the industry has established 
a new dollar volume,
